[0037] Whife binary instrumentation leads to more precise results, the accuracy comes 

at some cost to the run-time performance of the instrumented program. Because the 
binary code of a program is modified, all interactions with the processor and the 
operating system can change significantly. For example, additional instructions and 
changes to a program's cache and paging behaviors can cause significant run-time 
performance degradation increases from a few percent to 400% . Consequently, binary 
instrumentation is considered intrusive.
